Hold Siberia at all hazards now it 
the appenl of Germany to the Rux- 
sians, and the Roches are planning 
to send troops there against the 
Cze, ho Slovaks anil the Allios The 
Rerlin newspapers are outspoken 
about their anxiety and declare that 
the Mverthrow of the Bolshevik gov- 
ernment may be expected hourly. 

French forces have followed up 
their victory at Montdidier and have 
advanced to nn average depth of *iic 
miles over a twenty-mile front. 
Thousands nf prisoners and a huge 
amount of supplies were captured at 
intdidier. French patrols are re- 
ported in ( hnulnes. the principal Ger- 
man center west of the Somme. The 
beaten German armies nre said to he 
in full retrent in the renter. 

Advancing beyond their objectives 
north of the Somme, the Americans 
nnd British are now in possession of 
the whole of the fhipilly spur after 
fighting of the most desperate char- 
acter. The Americans did brilliant 
work. In order to go over the top 
nt the appointed time they were 
forced to make a rapid march, and 
as they neared the thick oT Ihe bat- 
tle ran so as to be in the fight. The 
Germans continued their retreat 
throughout the day and ntt. -mptcd to 
save whntever they could ns the 
French launched n new attack on 
Montdidier. North of the A^cre the 
British have firmly established their 
positions and are pushing their pa- 
trol-* t o ward Brave

Retain, fommander- 
in-fhief of the French armies on the 
western front.

Al- 
ready the Rolshevik Soviet organiza- 
tion has gone to pieces and counter 
revolutions have broken out in a 
number of towns. In Kazan the 
er of the Re,|s has been killed, 
in the Novgorod end Riazan 
great bloodshed is reported. 

Three desnernte counter attac ks 
force were delivered Suncsn*» 
the Americnns along the Vesle 
spite the superior numbers thrown 
nto the battle, the Americans by ma- 
chine gun fire and hand-tn-hnnd 
fighting, held the Huns who are re- 
ported to be digging in. American 
troops Saturday found the grave ol 
Lieut. Quentin Roosevelt, took down 
the German cross nnd placed over it 
an Americnn cross with the inscrip- 
tion, ' Here rests on the field of 
honor First 1 leut. Quentin Roosevelt, 
killed in action July. 191ft*- 

Germans are throwing in their re- 
serves in an effort to stop the allied 
dash in the Picardv battle. Against 
the American* and British the Huns 
have materially stiffened their de- 
fense, but have been unable to stem 
the allied advance, which, however, 
has slowed down.
